"an Inadequate sense of the debt he 
owed to a people whose energies snd

;lons of his own acquisitions” Is not 
Mr. Morgan’s shame; It is the shame 
of those who look, for, beg for, give 
thanks for or welcome restoration In 
the form of benevolences. Mr. Mor¬ 
gan’s fortune was all his own, or It 
was wholly or partly common prop¬ 
erty. If the former. It was ns much 
to give at death as to control lnvllfe;

The military dictatorship set up by the mine owning oligarchy of 
Vest Virginia, has about reached the end of its rope. 

It is possible for capitalistic interests to overthrow the civil law 
jjl/g state of the American union and, with the aid of their political 
poppets and the military, carry things with a high hand. But while 
it;may be invoked in an "emergency” to cope with an "insurrection" of 
the workers, drumhead rule cannot be established ns a permanent 
institution. 

Capitalism is not so strongly intrenched that it can overthrow 
every constitutional guarantee and defy every sentiment 'of liberty 
anti justice without coming in conflict with the spirit of American de- 
(nocracy. It can succeed temporarily only by suppressing the facts 
and falsifying the record. 

For several months there has existed in West Virginia a military 
dictatorship as odious as the dictatorship of Huerta and Diaz in the 
pity fif Mexico. As martial law has been directed against the working 
claits, the press has kept silent and the sources-of information have 
been closed to the public. 

, ' When Mrs. Fremont Older, wife of the managing editor of the 
S*A Ffifncisco Bulletin, went to the mining district of West Virginia 
to ascertain for her husband's newspaper why the facts were withheld 
and the truth suppressed, s'..e found that the Associated Press repre- 
sentative was no other person than the provost marshal! 

The United Mine Workers have been instrumental in bringing 
the issue before congress. Every effort has been made by both the 
Democratic and Republican statesmen to avoid a congressional inves¬ 
tigation. The United States senators from West Virginia, one a 
Democrat and the other a Republican, have protested that the “rights” 
of (be state should be respected.
